Capt. Willlam H. Van Schaick of the Slo- 
cum explained as best he could the horrible 
disaster that had come to the company 
under his cares and direction. He is a man 
61 years old and has had long experience 
in commanding pleasure craft in the waters 
around New York. Capt. Van Schaick said 
that though he heard the alarm of fire early 
he made up his mind at once that there was 
no certain place where it could be beached 
in shallow water south of North Brother 
island.

Boat Was Built in 1891 in Brooklyn for 
Excursion Business—Fully Equipped: 
with Life Saving Devices. 


New York, June Special. I- Tne Gen. 
Slocum was built in 1891 by Divine Burtis Jr. 
in Brooklyn. It was built for the Knicker- 
bocker Steamboat company, and at that time 


ly equipped excursion steamers in this port. 
It was launched April 18, 1891. As soon

those purposes ran as a public excursion 
boat. It was built chiefly of white oak, 
locust, and yellow pine. It was 235 feet 
long on the weter line and 250 feet on deck. 
It was seventy feet beam on the deck and 
drew about seven feet of water. The Gen. 
Slocum. had three decks, also built of wood, 
which extended the entire length of the ves- 
sel. The pilot house was on the hurricane 
deck, and on this deck were lifeboats, and 
rafts, the boats being hung on davits out- 
board and the rafts lying on deck at the 
outside rail. 

The boat was thoroughly overhauled this 
year before going into commission, and was 
inspected as fequired by law. Inspector 
Henry Lundberg of the local board of steam- 


boat inspectors thoroughly examined the 


Vessel five weeks ago. The Gen. Slocum 
had a large steam fire pump with a hose that 
extended the entire length of the vessel. 
It only Was necessary for the engineer to 


“open a wheel valve and the full force of 


water was ready for those who wanted it. 
It also had two hand pumps and hose, and 
these two together extended the length of the 
vessel. It carried six lifeboats and four 
life rafts. The boats and rafts would carry 
about 250 persons. There were on board 
2,550 life preservers. On the inspection li- 
cense issued the Gen. Slocum could carry 
2,500 passengers. 

The Gen. Slocum had had many mishaps 
cince it was launched thirteen years ago, 
but none serious.

HORROR AT THR MORGUE. 


ROWS OF DEAD EXAMINED BY 


GRIEF STRICKEN PEOPLE. 


Relatives of Those Who Were on the 
Ill Fated Slocum Wait and Watch 
Through the Night for Their Miss- 

-ing—Dead Baby Clasped in Dead 


Mother's Arms—Tugs Laden with 


Corpses in a Steady Stream—Scenes 
in the Hospitals. : 


* 


New York, June 15.—[Special.]—Many 
heartrending scenes have been witnessed in 


New York’s morgue, and many harrowing 
tales have come from that temporary home 


of the city’s dead, but all were eclipsed 
by the scenes and doings there today when 
the bodies of many of the Gen. Slocum's 
victims were laid side by side for the pur- 
pose of identification. 


It was one of the first places that distract- 


ed fathers and Mothers, wives, and sisters 
sought for tidings of those who had left 
their homes earlier in the day for a bright 
June day's outing. Relatives hurried there 
to learn whether those they loved had been 
saved, or, if burned or drowned, they were 
in readiness to establish the identity of a 
body by a piece of clothing or a trinket, or 
perhaps by marks that perhaps had been left 
unharmed. 


Coffins Wait for the Dead. 


Scores of rough pine boxes, those grew- 
some, coffin shaped receptacles that the city 
furnishes for temporary use, were carried 
from storerooms in Bellevue hospital and 
deposited in piles in the morgue and in the 
department of charities’ long shedded pier, 
waiting the arrival of the steamboats Fidel- 
ity and Massasoit with their loads of dead. 

It was the Fidelity. that was first sighted 
in midstream heading for the morgue with 
its forward deck covered with a burden kept 
from sight by the spreading of blankets. The 
Fidelity drew closer and closer and finally 
made fast at the north side of the morgue 
and at the door of the building. A dozen 
men, morgue attachés, were in readiness, 
and when the gangplank was thrown out two 


men supporting a pine.coffin stepped upon 
it and to the Fidelity’s deck. 

There were .twenty-one bodies of adult 
women on the steamboat and the remains 
of nine children whose ages ran from a few 
months to 10 years. One after another the 
bodies were lifted from the deck and placed 
in coffins to be picked up and carried into 
pr morgue, where they were placed side by 

Men had worked over the Figelity's dread- 
ful cargo for almost an hour, when the Mas- 
sasoit was reported. Its forward deck was 
covered with bodies that lay side by side, and 
through the deckhouse windows and doors 
forward it could be seen that the main deck 
was completely covered with bodies, between 
which there was only room left for the deck- 
hands to move about. | 


Dead Babe in Dead Mother’s Arms. | 


There were eighty bodies on the Massasoit. 
Ot these nearly all were women and small 


15 years. On the deck side by side lay bodies 
numbered 21 and 22. The first was a mother, 
who when picked up from the water had 


numbered 23 when gently removed from her 
mother’s arms. 

One after another the bodies were placed 
in the pine boxes and carried into the pler, 
where they were arranged in two long rows, 
between which room was left so that relatives 
or friends could pass; between them for the 
purpose of recognizing features or articles 
of clothing 


How Bodies Were Cared For. 


As fast as the bodies were carried in on 
stretchers, some with faces covered by a 
bit of skirt or a wet handkerchief, and oth- 
ers quite uncovered, their wide open eyes 
staring upward, their faces twisted by the 
Agony that was upon them when they died, 
they were laid upon the bare board floor of 
the great square room. They lay side by side 
in regular rows, the women in the center of 
the room, the little children, some of them 
with a smile upon their faces, in a corner. 

There were no men, nothing but drowned 
women and children; few showed traces of 
the fire. One or two were burned about the 
hands or arms, or had hair and eyebrows 
singed, but it was death by water they had 
all met. 

Father Takes Up Weary Hunt.

It didn’t take him long to find the 
baby face he sought, that of his little 3 year 
old daughter, Florence, whose body lay in 
the corner. with other drowned children. 
Boeger didn't cry. He acted as if he could 
not; but the awful silence and calm, the 
whiteness of the man’s face were more ter- 
rible than the frenzied screams of others. 


Wife and Children Gone. 


Men and women whose faces were tear 
stalned and their eyes red from weeping 
tried to control themselves until they might 
be admitted to the coffin strewn plier or 
morgue. Among those waiting was Mangus 
Harting, who was in search of his wife, 
Louise and their children. Minnie, 24 years 
old, who sang in the choir of St. Mark’s Luth- 
eran church; Frances, 17 years old, who was 
a teacher in the Sunday school of the church; 
Harry, 15; Willie, 13; Elias, 6; and Clara, 11 
years old. The distracted husband and 
father had been to North Brother island, but 
could get no tidings of his loved ones. 


Boy Fire Hero Dead. 


Miss Minnie Leitz was among those who 
stood waiting. She knew that her sister-

10,000 Crazed by Suspense. 


An hour later there were 10,000 in the 
streets struggling to beat down the solid 
wall of policemen that guarded the door- 
ways and sidewalks.

They knew that a large propor- 
tion Of the Gen. Slocum’s passengers had 
perished and they were determined to fight 
their way into the station house to find out if 
a sister or a mother or a sweetheart or a 
child was in there dead.

PANIC ADDED TO HORROR 


Preservers Declared Worthless, 
While Rafts Were Fast and | 
Could Not Be Moved. 


New York, June 15.—[Spectal.J—The re- 


sponsibility for the awful loss of life ap- 


parently is due in part to lack of judgment 
by officers of the Gen. Slocum. Had the 
boat been run on the sunken meadows near 
a: hand or backed toward them or the nearby 
shore the loss of life need not have been 
so great, according to the testimony of many. 

It appears also there were five members 
of the crew present where the fire started, 
end they ran to save themselves instead of 
making an effort to put it out. 

The fire started in the forward end of the 
boat. and, by steering straight ahead against 
a breeze, the flames swept backward swiftly 
the entire length of the boat. Had the vessel 
been backed the fire would not have spread 

80 fast, and might even have been con- 
fined to the part where it started. 

North Brother island, where the boat was 
beached. was a mile or so away, while the 
sunken meadows or shore was close by. The 
remarkable thing is that most of the crew 
ercaped. It also is charged many of the life 
‘preservers were worthless, and that life 
rafts were tied fast and could not be moved, 


Police Round Up Crew. 


As soon as the police heard the captain and 
most of the officers and crew ot the Gen. 
Slocum had escaped with their lives they set 
out to find them. They corralled the officers 
on North Brother island. 

Captain William Van Schaick, First Pilot 
Edward Van Wart, Second Pilot Edward 
Weaver and three negro cooks were arrested. 
They were taken into custody by the police 
of the Alexander avenue station and sent to 

„Bellevue hospital as prisoners. They are all

suffering from severe burns. All had es-“ 


*caped by jumping overboard. 
Thinks Disaster Unavoidable. 


Some mishap, unforeseen and unavoidable. 
1 the only cause to which F. A. Barnaby, 
president of the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
company, owners of the Gen: Slocum, is will- 
Ing to attribute the origin of the fire which 
destroyed that vessel. 

It the fire or the subsequent loss of life 
were due in any part to defective apparatus, 
Mr. Barnaby declares that the fault lies not 
with the steamboat company but with the 
government inspectors, to whom the boat 
was delivered three weeks ago. Their re- 
port on what was needed to make the vessel 
safe and seaworthy in every respect was 
fulfilled to the letter, he says, and in many 
instances the company voluntarily exceeded 
the requirements imposed by the inspectors. 


Says Preservers Were Adequate. 


This was particularly true of the supply of 
life preservers on board, which Mr. Barnaby 
said exceeded by 250 the number demanded 
by the full complement of passengers and 
Fre the Gen. Slocum was allowed to carry— 
namely: 2,500. One of the inspectors stated 
that he had counted 3,070 life preservers on 
the boat. 
Every protection against fire had been 
taken, Mr. Barnaby asserts, and the crew. 
had been thoroughly drilled to fight fire. 
He expressed himself as proud of the con- 
Guct of the crew, especially of Capt. Van 
Schaick, who stood to his post in the pilot 
house until his hat and hair were burning 
and the roof of the pilot house fell about him. 


q 
5 Panic Caused Much Loss. 

The panic evidently caused the awful 
loss of life,“ said Mr. Barnaby, and against 
the panic there are no preservers, especially 
in a crowd of women and children. Members 
of the crew who have visited my office agree 
that the fire originated on the deck among a 
mass of beach grass which was brought 
aboard by the excursionists and on which a 
quantity of bananas was lying. 

When the passengers saw the flames 
shoot up from this they fled panic stricken 
10 the upper deck and greatly interfered 
with, the efforts ot the crew to attack the 
flames."’ 7 | 

So far as known, only one of the crew lost 

his life. This was Michael McGrath, stew- 
ard, whose body has been recovered. When 
he Jumped overboard he had with him, ac- 
cording to Capt. Van Schaick, three or four 
hundred dollars. The money could not be 
found when his clothing was searched. 


Says Crew Seemed Undisciplined. 

Regarding the work of the crew during the 
disaster, John Holthusen, sexton of St. 
Mark's church, said: 

“The créw appeared to be undisciplined 
and unfamiliar with the working of the life 
rafts and lifeboats. I was standing beside 
the pastor nearly all the time, He did every- 
thing in nis power to save people. I placed 
my two daughters—Nina, 12, and Clara, 
aged 10—on top of the pad box and kept 
them there until a tugboat the name of 
Sumner picked all of us up.“ 


Jerome Withholds Opinion. 


District Attorney Jerome said: “ My as- 
sistamt, Mr. Garvan, is making a general in- 
vestigation into the matter. , 

Ot course, there is nothing to show us as 
yet that there was any degree of criminal 
negligence attached to any one. It may have 
been an accident, and the inqury may bring 
but the fact that there should be blame 
placed at some one’s door. But of that we 
have no evidence so far. and I will not be abla 
to tell until Mr. Garvan reports that fully to 
me.” 


Life Preservers of No Use. 


- Passengers make specific accusations that 
the life preservers were so rotten by age 
that they fell apart in one’s hands, and were 
worthless. Captains of tug boats and others 
who picked up the corn jackets sustain these 
charges. These jackets were filled with Fran- 
ulated cork instead ofgolid blocks, and wher- 
ever the canvas was torn the smal! particles 
poured out and made the preserver of little 
or no value. 

One passenger, who gave his name as Jacob 
Miller, and who is said to be an officer of St. 
Mark's Sunday school, declared that he tried 
on six life preservers before he found one 
that did not actually fall apart the moment 
he encircled his body with it. So weakened 
had the thin coverings of the life preservers 
become by age that with one’s hand, he says, 
it Was easy to tear the cloth to shreds.

GALL LOCAL BOATS SAFE. 


MARINE MEN SAY DISASTER IS 
‘ALMOST AN IMPOSSIBILITY. 


Chicago Vessel Experts Declare Steam- 
ships Are So Closely Watched That 
General Slocum Accident Could Not 
De Repeated—Fear Injury to Passen- 
ger Busines Cratt in Harbor In- 
spected and Found Well Equipped— 
‘Fire Drills Each Week. 


That Chicago's excursion boats are 80 
closely watched as to make fire horrors 
similar to that in New York almost impossi- 
ble, and that the less of hundreds of lives 
on the Gen. Slocum would injure the lake 
passenger business here were the views ex- 
pressed last night by local marine men. 
The firet thought of the thousands of per- 
sons who patronize the Chicago boats was, 
Could such a disaster occur on Lake Mich- 
gan?“ To disclose what precautions are 
taken against fire and panic at Chicago 
an investigation was made last night of two 
of the boats in the river. 


Many Provisions for Safety. 
An inspection of the Holland, the only 
boat of the Graham & Morton Ilme in the 
harbor, indicated that the government reg-

boats, with a capacity of eighteen each, and: 
three rafts. each of which will carry thirty- 
five persons. There are 600 feet of hose and 
the required number of fire buckets. 


Life Preservers in Plenty. 

The City of Kalamazoo of the Dunkley- 
Williams line was inspected before it started 
for South Haven. It is allowed a regular 
passenger list of 300, with 300 additional in 
the excursion season. The vessel has 450 feet 
of hose, four lifeboats with a capacity of 
nineteen each, and two life rafts with a ca- 
pacity of thirty each. There are 300 wooden 
floats in addition to 336 circular. life pre- 
servers. Four life preservers are in each 
stateroom and there are thirty-six water 
buckets on the boat. 

The lifeboats are ready to be dropped at 
a moment’s notice,“ said J. C. Sweet, the sec- 
ond officer. “A watch goes over the boat 
every half hour, reporting at frequent in- 
tervals to the deck officer.“ 


All Chicago Vessels Good. 


Steamships on Lake Michigan are inspect- 
ed aceording to the same regulations that 
govern those on salt water. After they visit 
the Eastland and the whaleback Columbus 
the local inspectors will be through with 
pot 93 year’s work, excepting that on small 
craft. 

R. I. Peck, the local inspector for boilers, 
said the steamboats running out of Chicago 
all had passed with high markings. 

“In the first plaqe.“ said Inspector Peck, 
“we visit the boiler and the engine rooms.

Almost immediately a sheet of flame arose amidships, making a 
barrier between the forward and after parts of the vessel The explosion did not stop 
the engines, however, and, although the engineer was driven from his post, the craft. 
continued at full speed 

Most of those who lost their tives were sitting in the stern when the explosion oc- 
curred. Rapidly spreading flames forced them back further and further until they 
were obliged to jump overboard. Many tied life preservers about themselves before | 
they jumped, and were rescued. by rowboats and passing steamers, but there were not 
enough preservers for all in that part of thsjboat. Few burned to death. 

After the disaster there was nothing but praise for Capt. Smith, who, although ter- 
ribly burned, survived. The captain stuck to his wheel in the pilot ‘house and beached 
his boat broadside on the marsh, so that the wind blew the flames across his craft in- 
stead of aft, leaving the bow and stern free.

_ the United States—Federal Authori- 

ties Secure More Warrants—Victims

The Illinois insurance department and the 
associations of underwriters yesterday joined 
the federal authorities in the movement to 
suppress ‘! wildcat”’ insurance companies.

Devélop-- 
ments following the arrest on Monday of 
Ernest A. Shanklin and Stephen W. Jacobs, 
two of the alleged “ wildcat 2 insurange 
men in Chicago, as follows: 

The securing ot several warrants against other 
alleged wildcat agents before Commissioner 
Foote for violation of postal laws. 

Suppression of other warrants in consideration 
of disclosures regarding operation of companies 
suspected by federal authorities. 

Placing of important evidence with the United 
States commissioner by the state insurance depart- 
ment and underwriters’ associations. 

Evidence furnished by victims of the wildcat ’’ 


com panies. 

Attachment of E. A. Shanklin’s accounts at the 
Illinois Trust and Savings and Commercial Na- 
tional banks by J. Pierson Wheeler of Newark, 
N. J., who charges fraud in connection with eight 
insurance policies aggregating $11,000. 

Fraud Orders Expected; Warrants. 

»I consider the movement for the suppres- 
sion of these companies the most important 
work this department ever has undertaken,’ 
said Chief. Postoffice Inspector James E. 
Stuart. Important evidence has been se- 
cured from persons who have been defraud- 
ed and from other sources. We are pro- 
ceeding slowly but surely, It is necessary 
to secure undisputed evidence befgre issuing 
fraud orders. This we shall have within a 
few days.” 

The federal authorities have not served 
warrants in a number of cases, chiefly on ac- 
count of evidence secured from some of the 
persons named in the complaints. 


State Gives Its Evidence. 

In the afternoon the state insurance de- 
partment, through its attorney, Fred H. 
Rowe, supplied the federal authorities with 
evidence which has been accumulating since 
it started proceedings against the wild- 
cat companies late in 1902. 

„It will be a difficult matter to prove a 


| case against some of the companies,“ said 


Attorney Rowe, as they have banks or- 


- ganized to give them an appearance of stabil- 


ity. Most of the men named have other com- 
panies. In a letter to a Kagsas man whom 
he wanted as agent, Shanklin stated, ‘ we 
have an unlimited number of companies.’ 

Jacobs was fined a year ago and promised 
to go outof business. Shanklin was fined but 
appealed his case.“ 


Loses $2,000; Gets $578.

“GETS HABEAS CORPUS WRIT. 


Gov. Peabody and Adjt. Gen. Bell Cited 
to Produce C. H. Moyer in Court 
July 5. | 


St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—United States Cir- 
cuit Judge A. M. Thayer, sitting in chambers, 
has granted a writ of habeas corpus order- 
ing that Charles H. Moyer, president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, be brought 
before him on July 3. The writ is directed 
against Gov.

The trial of Police Inspector John Wheeler 
and five subordinate commanding officers on 
the anti-crime committee’s charges, of 
negleSt of duty took an unexpected turn yes- 
terday. The Rev. J. B. Haslam of, the Ca- 
thedral of SS. Peter and Paul testified that 
the inspector's administration practically 
had wtked the reform of the west side levee. 

Dr. Haslam compared tht government of 
the Desplaines street district under the late 
Inspector Shea with that of Inspector 
Wheeler favorably to the latter, and de- 
claréd the conditions obtaining since the 
committee's piperlzing of the precinct.
